Interest of PBP," wbo replied they were not interested. Washington, at the same 
tine, forwarded the following Information on personalities mentioned In the 
report: 

>4. 'Jakob LJOTIC, YX^jjdr LHUC and Ratko FAREZAHIH were all connoted 
with the Serbian Fhacist" organisation, ZBOR, which collaborated with the Germans, 
and are vented by the Yugoslav Government as war criminals. Our records show 
that the surrender of the first two hag been agreed to by the Department of 
State...

1945, was a atndent at the Caiservald So hole for training agents to be dropped 
Into Yugoslavia for sabotage purposes. The same article stated that Subject 
led a group of Sadie soldiers and Mihailovic Ce talks out of Serbia to Gras just 
before the Partisans took Belgrade. A source of fair reliability stated that 
Subject was responsible for the killing of 172 peasants in Secja Rijeka, a 
Serbian village, who were members of the Rational Movement of General 
Mihailovic..." 
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
